get. The motion was seconded by Mr. Charles Leach, 
and unanimously adopted. 


Mr. William Smith moved that the salaries as giv- 
en on the estimated budget—Treasurer, $400.00; Audi- 
tors, $200.00; Solicitor, $1,800.00; Medical Referee, 
$600.00, and Sheriff, $1,000.00—be accepted. The mo- 
tion was seconded by Mr. Harley Crandall and adopted. 


Mr. James Malley moved that the expenses of 
$5,500.00 for the above officers except sheriff, his costs 
being an expense of the Superior Court, be allowed. The 
motion was seconded by Mr. Leo Cater and adopted. 


Mrs. Anna Morin Dube explained in detail her re- 
quest for $4,683.00. Mr. Shaheen moved, seconded by 
Mr. Cater, that her request be granted. Mr. Oren V. 
Henderson moved that this motion be amended to re- 
duce this amount to $2,000.00. The motion on amend- 
ment was seconded by Mr. Parker. After a lengthy 
discussion, a roll call resulted in the following; affirma- 
tive, Chase, Stackpole, Felker, Locke, Henderson, 
Blanchard, Parker, Horne, Smith, Maxfield, Fernald, 
Leach, Green and Brown; negative, Shaheen, Fellows, 
Carroll, Crandall, Flanagan, Caldwell, Dustin, Winters, 
Lacasse, St. Pierre, Studley, Lagueux, Letourneau, Cof- 
fin, Cater and Malley. Fourteen having voted in the 
affirmative and 16 in the negative, the motion on the 
amendment was lost.

On motion of Mr. Cater, seconded by Mr. Chase, it 
was voted that the discussion of the expense for the 
photostat be left for consideration until the close of the 
budget. | 


On motion of Mr. Henderson, seconded by Mr. 
Leach, it was voted that the item of $6,000.00 for care 
and supplies for the Court House be adopted. 


On motion of Mr. Shaheen, seconded by Mr. Car- 
roll, it was voted that the item of $300.00 for re-index- 
ing be allotted. 


After some consideration, it was moved that the 
amount of $26,500.00 be allowed for the expenses of the 
Superior Court. The motion was seconded by Mr. Car- 
roll and passed. 


On motion of Mr. Parker, seconded by Mr. Cater, 
it was voted that the amount of $95,000.00 allowed for 
the County Farm be increased to $100,000.00. 


On motion of Mr. Crandall, seconded by Mr. Leach, 
it was voted that $25,000.00 be allowed for Support of 
the Poor off the Farm. 


On motion of Mr. Henderson, seconded by Mr. 
Caldwell, it was voted that $5,000.00 be allowed for 
Old Age Assistance. 


On motion of Mr. Fellows, seconded by Mrs. Win- 
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ters, it was voted that $40,000.00 be allowed for Board 
and Care of the Children. On motion of Mr. Leo Cater, 
seconded by Mr. Carroll, it was voted that the Com- 
missioners notify the Welfare Department that the 
Strafford County Delegation recommends that for the 
care of children the amount of $30.00 be increased to 
$35.00 per month. 


On motion of Mr. Cater, seconded by Mr. Carroll, 
it was voted that $9,000.00 be allowed for Soldiers’ Aid. 


On motion of Mr. Henderson, seconded by Mr. 
Flanagan, it was voted that $5,500.00 be allowed for 
Welfare Administration expenses. 


On motion of Mr. Cater, seconded by Mr. Letour- 
neau, it was voted to allow $1,900.00 for interest on 
temporary loans. 


Mr. Leach moved that $900.00 be set aside for in- 
terest on bonds. For all other bonds, Mr. Brown moved 
that $7,000.00 be allowed. The motion was seconded 
by Mr. Cater and passed. 


Since the estimate is that $300.00 will cover the 
County Reports, on motion of Mr. Cater, seconded by 
Mr. Carroll, this amount was allowed. 


In anticipation of taxes—Tax anticipated notes 
are required, so Mr. Chase moved that $105.00 be per- 
mitted. Mr. Brown seconded this motion and it passed. 


On motion of Mr. Felker, seconded by Mr. Cald- 
well, it was voted to allow $100.00 for Petty Cash. 


On motion of Mr. Cater, seconded by Mr. Letour- 
neau, it was voted to allow $3,400.00 for insurance. 


Mr. Malley suggested that the Commissioners 
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bring in report at the final meeting on insurance of 
two years ago and at present. 


On motion of Mrs. Winters, seconded by Mr. 
Brown, it was voted to allow $700.00 for state retire- 
ment plan. 


On motion of Mr. Green, seconded by Mr. Chase, 
it was voted to allow $400.00 for miscellaneous items. 


Mr. E. A. Adams presented the needs of the Coun- 
ty Extension service. On motion of Mr. Carroll, sec- 
onded by Mr. Smith, it was voted to allow $13,470.00 for 
this item. 


On motion of Mr. Crandall, seconded by Mr. Cater, 
it was voted to allow $300.00 for Delegation Expenses. 


The estimated expenditures of the Register of 
Deeds and the Photostat being brought from the table, 
Mr. Leach moved that we consider the estimated ex- 
penses of the Register of Deeds of $4,683.00 and 
$2,000.00 for the photostat together and subtract 
$1,375.00 from the $2,000.00 leaving $625.00 for the 
photostat. Motion passed. 


There being no further business, after setting the 
date for a public hearing on the budget to be held at 
the Court House Monday evening, February 12, at 7:30 
P. M., the meeting adjourned at 4:25 P. M.

$266,283.00 budget and on a raise for the County Com- 
missioners, as there is a bill before the Legislature for 
this purpose. About twenty citizens were present. 
Many questions were asked by Mr. Howard Mitchell, 
also by Mr. Guy Smart, who was against any pay boost 
for County Commissioners or County Solicitors, who — 
are also seeking a raise. | 


Those speaking in favor of giving the Commis- 
sloners a raise were Mr. Lou Stocklan and Mr. Frank 
Grimes, former Legislators; also Mr. John Grady, Mr. 
Myers, Mr. Brumford, Mr. Keay, and Mr. Ernest Man- 
sur. 


The following eighteen members of the delegation 
were present: Chairman Roy Swain, Stackpole, Kar- 
kanelas, Shaheen, Felker, Fellows, Carroll, Crandall, 
Locke, Flanagan, Horne, Dustin, Maxfield, Winters, 
Lacasse, Studley, Fernald, Green. Some of the Leg- 
islators questioned Mr. Haldiman Neal of the Neal 
Printing Co., as to the adviseability of covering a few 
registry books over a period of years. Mr. Neal said 
it would cost the County more in the long run with ris- 
ing prices for material; at present he could get the ma- 
terial of the same as he covered 62 books last year;

On February 20, immediately after adjournment 
of the morning session, the Strafford County Legisla- 
ture Delegation, all 34 members, met in Room 310, 
State House, Concord, N. H., and approved of a County 
budget for 1951 of $258,600.00. This is a reduction of 
$7,683.00 over the figure tentatively agreed upon at a 
session of the group held at the County Home on Feb- 
ruary 5th. Anticipated revenues for the year amount 
to $33,719.98, leaving $224,880.07 to be raised by taxa- 
tion from the three cities and ten towns in the County. 


The County Commissioners originally asked for 
$95,000.00 for maintenance of the County Farm. Mr. 
Parker, Representative, at the February meeting, 
moved that this be increased to $100,000.00, and it 
was so voted. At this February 10 meeting the same 
member moved to cut out the $5,000.00, so the amount 
$95,000.00 originally asked for by the Commissioners, 
was passed on a vote, all 18 Republicans in favor, all 
15 Democrats against reduction. Considerable dis- 
cussion ensued on the proposal to reduce the sum set to 
recover the record books in the office of register of 
deeds after Mr. Henderson moved to cut the original 
$4,683.00 to $2,000.00 on a roll call—20 voted in favor, 
13 voted against—reducing the original $4,683.00 to 
$2,000.00. The motion to reduce was carried. The 
vote on the adoption of the complete amended budget 
was 19 for, 18 against. The 18 members voting for 
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the amended budget were Chase, Karkavelas, Felker, 
Fellows, Crandall, Locke, Henderson, Blanchard, Park- 
er, Horne, Smith, Rolfe, Maxfield, Winter, Studley, 
Fernald, Leach, Brown. The 14 members voting 
against were Stackpole, Marcotte, Shaheen, Carroll, 
Flanagan, Caldwell, Dustin, Lacasse, Green, Lagueux, 
Letourneau, Coffin, Cater, Malley, Mrs. St. Pierre hav- 
ing left the room before the vote was taken. Chair- 
man Mr. Swain did not vote. It was voted to return 
the $1,385.69 expended money on bond of Annex fund. | 
Mr. Fernald moved to take any balance left from the 
Register of Deeds appropriation, if any left, to cover 
books. The meeting adjourned.

As required by Statute, the Board of Strafford 
County Commissioners herewith present their Annual 
Report for the year ending December 31, 1951, along 
with the reports of the Treasurer, Clerk of Court, 
Solicitor, Sheriff, Superintendent of County Farm, Jail- 
er, Auditors, Physician, Chaplains and County Exten- 
sion Service. 


We were able to stay within the appropriated Bud- 
get for 1951 and left a small unexpended balance of 


$3,721.65. 


Among the improvements at the County Home was 
a 21-inch Admiral Television set donated by the resi- 
dents of the County. It is enjoyed very much by the 
inmates, especially by those in wheel chairs; comple- 
tion of the fire pumping system which was started in 
1950, and trial run under supervision of the New Hamp- 
shire Board of Fire Underwriters. Each pump deliv- 
ered, under actual working conditions, 800 gallons per 
minute at 100 lbs. nozzle-pressure as compared with the 
rated capacity of the manufacturing company of 500 
gallons per minute; a new milk pasteurizing machine 
was purchased from the University of New Hampshire 
to meet requirements of the State Department of 
Health so that dairy products could be processed for 


home consumption, 


We recommended that the County Delegation give 
serious consideration to our request for the necessary 
funds to construct a new outside milk and butter room 
according to plans and specifications recommended by 
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the State Department of Health so that dairy products 
could be processed to meet modern requirements and 
any surplus could be sold in the open market. 


The cost of Direct Relief and Soldiers’ Aid was con- 
siderably less than last year. All requests for aid were 
investigated and, we believe, we have properly cared 
for all cases that were the legal responsibility of the 
County. 


We believe the much discussed item as to whether 
the operation of the County Farm in conjunction with 
the Institution and Jail was operated at a profit or loss 
has been at least partially settled. Dan Adams, Coun- 
ty Agent, set up a system whereby accurate records 
were kept of all transactions applicable to the farm. for 
six months and, with the assistance of the University 
of New Hampshire, brought forth a report which in- 
dicated, over a full year, the farm would show a profit 
of over $7,000.00. This report is printed elsewhere in 
the County Report. At the end of a year, using the 
new record system, we will be able to give an accurate 
report. 


We appreciate the cooperation and assistance re- 
ceived during the year from the delegation, employees 
of the County, officials of the State, Mr. Donald J. 
Sweeney of the Probation Department, cities and 
towns. To all individuals, clubs and organizations who 
have kindly contributed to the welfare and happiness 
of the inmates of our institution, we are very grateful.

To the Commissioners for the County of Strafford, 
State of New Hampshire:

The following report is submitted pursuant to Re- 
vised Laws, Chapter 25, Sections 24 and 25, and Chap- 
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ter 50, Section 1. It is to be noted that this report 
covers merely the period from September 7, 1951, 
through December 31, 1951, inasmuch as the under- 
signed was appointed County Solicitor by the Superior 
Court on the former date. The report of County Solici- 
tor Fred W. Hall, Jr., covers that part of the year 1951 
down to September 7.

To the County Commissioners: 


The money appropriated by the county delegation 
is supplemented by State and Federal funds. The re- 
sponsibility of the spending of these funds rests with 
authority from the University of New Hampshire and 
the Farm Bureau Executive Board which are elective 
men and women from the county. Books are audited 
by state officials. 


A county office is maintained at Rochester, the 
personnel of which consists of two full time clerks, a 
Home Demonstration Agent,.two 4-H Club Agents, a 
part time Forester, and an Agricultural Agent. 

Following are very brief reports of these Agents: 


REPORT OF.THE AGRICULTURAL AGENT 


Both rural and urban families seek the services of 
the Agricultural as well as the other Agents. The 
farmers use the Extension Service in their many prob- 
lems pertaining to livestock, equipment, and managre- 
ment of their farm lands. The urban people are call- 
ing for advice on home gardens, lawns and shrubs and 
such other problems as rat and termite control, etc. 


The Agricultural Agents try to keep people of the 
county informed on new developments which aids the 
farmer in increasing his income and to produce food 
economically to keep the price as low as possible to 
the consumers.. The Agricultural Agent furnishes in- 
formation to the other Agricultural Agencies in the 
county, particularly in such subjects as seed and fer- 
tilizer applications, and management plans. 
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Information is given to the people of the county 
through personal contact, letters, telephone, meetings, 
radio and news releases. Telephone and office calls 
during the year totaled 1,347. There were 127 meet- 
ings held and 793 farm and home visits made. 

The support given by the people of the county in 
making this work possible and the assistance given in 
planning the county program is highly appreciated.

REPORT OF THE COUNTY FORESTER 


The following report pertains to both Belknap and 
Strafford Counties, since the Forester’s work is divided 
equally between the two counties. 


Approximately 80% of the Forester’s time is spent 
in the field making individual woodland visits. This 
consists of actually going over various woodland hold- 
ings to determine what the owner has in the way of 
forest growth and what practices should be followed to 
improve the woodland and keep it permanently produc- 
tive. Marking the trees for cutting (with a paint- 
gun) also consumes a large part of the field time. Mar- 
keting advice to owners and advice on contracts, con- 
tacts with lumbermen, timber tax work with selectmen 
and the checking of operations marked for cutting take 
up whatever time is left. Office work consists mainly 
of correspondence, telephone calls, and records and re- 
ports of various kinds. Although office visitors are 
welcome very few such appointments are made, since 
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field appointments are much more valuable in this line 
of work. 


During the past year, 144 different woodland own- 
ers, involving 528 field visits and 17,089 acres, were 
given forest management and marketing advice, and 
2,081,000 board feet of timber and 720 cords of wood 
were marked on many of these same holdings to dem- 
onstrate partial and improvement cuttings and thin- 
nings. Two million four hundred fifty-two thousand 
board feet of timber, 756 cords of pulpwood, 312 cords 
of fuelwood and 472 cords of miscellaneous products 
valued at $49,350.00 were harvested under improved 
cutting practices on 64 different holdings, involving 
769 acres of woodland. Although much of this timber 
and wood involved small owner-type operations, most 
of this volume pertained to stumpage sales. In addi- 
tion, about 4,000 gallons of maple syrup, valued at 
$21,000.00 were produced in this district. 


Thirty-five different lumbermen and operators 
were contacted to obtain information for the Annual 
Forest Market Bulletin, a state-wide publication list- 
ing all known markets affecting New Hampshire wood- 
land owners. Copies of this bulletin, along with many 
other useful bulletins, are free for the asking from 
your County Forester. 


Twenty-six meetings, attended by 922 people, were 
participated in within the district, and forestry exhibits 
at the Belknap Farm and Home Show and the Ro- 
chester Fair were maintained. In addition, assistance 
was given in maintaining a large Forestry Exhibit at 
the Eastern States Exposition, Springfield, Massachu- 
ett. 4-H Forestry work was judged at the Belknap 
County 4-H Fair. 
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During the past year, much time has been given 
to advising both woodland owners, operators and se- 
lectmen in the conservation phases of the timber tax 
law. Many cutting areas, where the 30% abatement 
for good forestry practices has been applied for, have 
been gone over with the selectmen and a good portion 
of these areas have been good enough to qualify for 
abatement.

To the Strafford County Commissioners: 


Gentlemen: 


The earnest desire of Strafford County women for 
reliable up to date homemaking information, and their 
willingness to take responsibility for bringing this in- 
formation to others, has once again resulted in a most 
successful year in the home demonstration work pro- 
gram. 


As in past years the program has been conducted 
mainly by means of classes taught by the Agent at 
community meetings, and classes taught by voluntary 
leaders who have attended special training schools on 
homemaking projects. Other aids in promoting Ex- 
tension Service information include a monthly news- 
letter, a weekly radio program, the press, and various 
exhibits in stores and at fairs. 


Throughout the past eighteen months, increasing 
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numbers of our Home Demonstration group members 
have taken part or full-time jobs in industry, even up 
to seventy-five per cent of the membership of some of 
the urban‘groups. Since the number of meetings held 
by leaders, and the attendance at these, has neverthe- 
less increased, this means an added burden has been 
placed on those who are not employed outside the home. 


Indication of the growth of the leadership pro- 
gram, reflecting as it does, its increased importance in 
the lives of our Strafford County families, as well as 
the added responsibility which our non-employed home- 
makers have taken for its success, is given in the fol- 
lowing table:

ing courses in their communities. If these latter serve 
no other purpose than to better prepare our women to 
meet the day-to-day needs of their families they will 
be worthwhile.

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REPORT OF BOYS’ AND GIRLS’ 4-H 
CLUB WORK 


The number of boys and girls enrolled in 4-H Club 
work in 1951 reached the all time high of one thousand 
one hundred and ten this comparison to the figure of 
three hundred and thirty in 1946 makes a favorable 
impression. 


Club work in our County is administered under 
the supervision of a man Club Agent, and a lady As- 
sistant Club Agent. The man agent directs the agri- 
cultural projects and activities while the lady assistant 
agent directs the Home Economics projects and activi- 
ties. Both have charge of projects and activities 
which are not easily cataloged as either agriculture or 
Home Economics, some of which projects are arts and 
crafts, electricity, and health. Some activities which 
may be carried on by either or both agents are judg- 
ing contests, demonstrations, instruction or training 
meetings, tours, fairs, and recreational activities. 


4-H Club work is a part of the Extension program 
and is carried on under the direct supervision of 4-H 
planning council, the Strafford County Leader’s As- 
sociation. In cooperation with the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. The Club Agent and an As- 
sistant Club Agent in Strafford County administer the 
program to the volunteer leaders of clubs, and these 
leaders work with the club members in their respective 
communities. Much credit is due to the volunteer lead- 
ers who give generously of their time and effort for the 
advancement of our youth. They develop the boys 
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and girls by inspiring achievement both in project 
work and social advancement. 

The agents are grateful for aid received from 
civic and social organizations as well as from individu- 
als in the planning and administration of this successful 
youth program.
